Confederation Accomplished 



Although the formal admission oi 
British Columbia may not toko plaoo 
before the first day of July next, yot 
for all practical purposes this Colony 
may be looked npon as forming a part 
of the Dominion of Canada. We have, 
•wo trust, placed the roaders of tbid 
journal in a position to from a tolembly 
intelligent opinion regarding parties at d 
the motives actuating parlies in the 
memorable struggle to which the Gov- 
ernment sqhomo for tbo admission of 
British Colombia gave rife in the 
Canadian Parliament. Viewing the 
situation after tbo smoke of battle has 
cleared away— in that calm which suo- 
ceods tho storm of party conflict, there erica 
are a few reflections to wbioh tho oc- 
casion naturally giive rice. British Col. 
umbia has succeeded in mukiug a good 
bargain.. That such is tho casejthe terras 
themselves testify. Any doubt wh ch 
may have lingered in some minds on 
that point must have been dispelled by 
the determined opposition these terms 
evoked and tho hard fought battle by 
which they were carried. And this leads 
the mind buck over tbo history of Con- 
federation in this .Colony, tho reckless 
haste with whioh an extreme individual 
would have precipitated union upon 
terms immeasurably inferior to the present; 
the factious opposition Offered by tho 
samo party to the prosoat torm^, and 
the narrow cscapo the Colony had from 
shipwreck, when, not many months ago, 
this same faction came so near inducing 
tho people to broak up tho troaty which 
had been negotiated by our Delegates 
at Ottawa for tho professed object of 
inserting new and imposBiblo condition*. 
Looking back in the light of tho 
memorable battle reooutly fought in 
tho JELouae of Common?, ono can now 
more clearly discorn the dauger to 
which the Colony was then exposed 
— the fatal breakers pointed out at the 
time iu these columns, the imminent 
danger whioh wo muy bo permitted to 
think this journal aotod no inimportant 
part in averting. We see now how every 
little iucident was seized upon with the 
utmost avidity by the Opposition — how 
Bjcommunioation in a nowspapor, a ciu- 
oul remark made by the Governor with 
% view to overcome local opposition wob 
turned against us at Ottawa. All this 
shows how necessary was that caution 
for whioh some porous sought to ridi- 
cule this journal at the time, and how 
fatal it might havo been had the people 
permitted themselves to be led away by 
empty but plausible local issues raised 
by designing agitators. British Col- 
umbia has succeeded in teouriug ex- 
cellent terms, terms which many never 
dreamed of, terms tho full value and 
import of which but few adequately 
realiza even uow, To whom are the 
people of British Columbia indebted tor 
these terms ? lu tho first place they 
are indebted to Governor Mupgravo, 
and to thO"o members of his Exocutive 
who seconded his efforts in iraraing so 
good a soheino, especially to tboHe of 
them who, with so much ability and sue* 
cess, negotiated the (routy at O.Uwa. 
And it is well that tbo people should 
think ci tbesu things, and be careiul not 
to forget or requite wit j ingraliiudo 
tboso who have been instrumental in 
laying the foundation of future prosper- 
ity and national gruatiiesB, Few Gov- 
ernors would havo taken up aud carried 
to such a successful issuo the great 
question of Confederation in so 



ed as a prioe paid for British Columbia I 
Why, that railway is in osaentlal, vital 
function of empire. It is in no sense to bs 
regarded as b price or any part of a price 
paid for the Requisition of British Columbia 
— the ki-y-sioi.e of the Gr.iat Britiah 
North Amoiiunn Empire. In truth, for 
tho matter of that, there ia not a single 
item iu tho entire Hat that can bo itrictly res 
garded as In tho n&tare of a price. What ara 
the/ all but a reasonable, enlightened anal juat 
apportionment of that to which Itritlah OoU 
umbia is fnlrlr entitled in order to enable her 
to hecomo a prosperous, contented and profi- 
table part of the Confederated empire ? 
Viewed in the narrow light of present popula- 
tion aud development, these terms may ap- 
pear, and doubtless are, extremely liberal. But, 
when one comes to talco a brond statesman- 
like view, aa the Canadian Cabinet have hap- 
pily been enabled to do, and vrbet tho Op- 
position obviously were unable to do, — whan 
one looks at the whole question in the light of 
the development and westward course of em- 
pire cf n quarter of a century, or even of a 
single decade, the terms lose their exceptional 
character and everything partaking of the idea 
of bargain and sale completely disappears in

Having givon as lud u summary of the de- 
balu in thu Canadian Commons on tho 
lerma of union oa the limited spaoe at our 
disposal appeurad to warrant, it ia propoaed 
logive whut may bo termed the spirit of the 
Canadian Picm upon tho grand theme of de- 
bate — the Oiinadiau Pacific Railway. Wo 
will commenoe with extraots Irotr. tbe 
Hamilton Spectator, u moderate, but highly 
iuflueutial member of the Ministcral section 
of iho Ontario Press. Tho artiole from wbicb 
we quote uppearod in tbe iteuo of tho 5ih 
iost : — 

'• It in a curious epoclaclo to see tba so- 
callod Reform parly — tbe parly or progressive 
totidonuies — baugiog on lo (he ckiriu of the 
' old fogies' lo prevent them from guiug on 
too rapidly with the work of developing tbe 
country and consolidating tbe Dominion. 
British Columbia wants admission aa a mem- 
ber ol the Conledera. ion, and in doing ao 
asss what everyono know she would ask, 
and what everyone, a low months ngo, was 
prepared to[ agree to, that a railway be 
constructed ou Iiriti.«h territory connecting 
tbe soabuard of tho I'acifju with llio railway 
System ol Canada. Now thai the d'.stre ol 
British Columbia has beun virtually acoiid- 
ed to by the Dominion Parliament, the 
' party ol progress,' set up a dismal howl 
that the country is about lo be luiucd. Mr 
McKenzio eees bankruptcy in tho aotieme, 
ana Mr Anglin — with whom, if be is not 
much belied, ' the wi^h is father lo tbo 
thought,' — seoB aunex.tion as tho probable 
re-ult of it. Wbilo our neighbors of tbe 
United Stutts, with u ti a a v y war debt on 
their shoulders, ruoognize the dornanda ol 
iho ago by constructing railwaya ut tho rata ol 
from six to eight thousand miles a yoar, our 
party of progress etaud aghant — or uQ'set to 
do eo — at tho proposal that wo should oon-- 
struct somo two Ihonsand Gve hundred mils* 
in ten yearn. Wo know (hat the obvioui 
m.ewer to mis is that the United Slates 
Have a population of forty million*, aud 
wo bavo but four millions, but In 
the potential rosourcea which must be 
lurgely ooncernod in tbe coujttuotion of a 
Pacific Railway, the disparity between ua is 
not nearly so great as these figures at first 
sight would indicate. We, too, havo lands of 
almost boundless extant, rich iu fertility 
and in mineral resources, a portion of which 
can be used in no better way than in securing 
us this necessary national highway. What 
value are these lauds to us at present? To 
what homes do tho broad acrea of the ' fertile 
belt ' bring the comforts of life under present 
circumstances, and what value will thuy ovor 
be while they are Bhut out from the rest of tho 
world through want of communication ? It is 
truo that mis country was largely settled with- 
out the aa9iatanco ol railways; but that era is 
past, t The , iron horse is now tilt- true pioneer 
of extending civilization, and if we shrink 
from the task, ol sending him on his mission, 
men of greater enterprise and comage will do 
it instead, and to thorn will accrue tho honor 
and tbe profit. 

A proposal to increate the debt of this coun 
try by a hundred million of dollars, would, 
no doubt, he one calling forcareTul coniidora- 
tion, but that is uot the propoaal of the tfov 
eminent, that is the estimated coat of the 
railway, and even if it were to be paid for in 
hard CKsh the wholo burden of the debt would 
not resl upon us until tho cipirntiou of ten 
year. Ten yearj hence, with British Columbia 
added lo the ' Confederation, with a railway 
spanning the Continent, with the immense 
influx of settlers which that railway cannot 
tall to bring tho burden of even a hundred 
million of dollars of public debt would be a 
very different thing from what it is to-day. 
The difference between onr Customs and Ex- 
cise revenue ten yearsago and to-day would 
alone more than pay the interest on the whole 
of tho sum necessary to construct the Pacific 
Railway, and it will scarcely bs contendod 
that our fiicul burdens are greater to-day — In 
proportion to our ability to bear them — than 
they were then, nor that the increase for the 
next ten yeirs will be greater than for the 
past ten. The weight with which a national 
debt presses upon the industry of a country 
greatly depends upon how it has beou expend 
ad.
